From one end of the country to 
the other there are, by rivers and lakes, at the seaside and 
among the mountains innumerable camps: Schoo! Camps, Par 
ish Camps, Club Camps, Boy Scout Camps, Y.M.C.A. Camps 
Camps for tutoring the youngsters who have fallen behind in 
their sthool work; Camps just for recreation; Week-end 
Camps—their name is legion. Each has its own particular 
advantages of location or direction. And among the great 
army of campers there are many Catholics, who, it is to be 
hoped, find a camping place near enough to some Church to 
. be able to keep up their religious duties during the camping 
period. Many of our boys, and girls too, find their places in 
camps managed and controlled by non-Catholics, where often 
non-Catholie religious services are held. But there is an in- 
creasing number of camps under Catholic auspices, in some 
of which there is throughout the summer, a resident Priest 
ao that Mass is said in the Camp 6n Sundays and Holidays if 
not daily.

Camp Nemaschaug, at Spofford, N, H., is a great resort for 
the Clergy as well as for the boys. Camp Marquette, on the 
same Lake, has a beautiful chapel where Mass is said daily 
during the camping season, Beaver Camp on Raquette Lake 
in the Adirondacks is growing in popularity each year. Camp 
. Viator, on the Kankakee River near Chicago is managed by 
the Faculty of St. Viator College and is perhaps the least ex- 
pensive of them ali. There are many others besides, and the 
list is growing from year to year. And this is as it should be, 
for there could be no better way for a boy to spend his holi- 
jay weeks than in a good Camp, with its outdoor life, swim- 
if £ ming, and woodcraft, hikes and camp-fire tales, and all under 
the auspices of the Catholic Church, with frequent oppor- 
tunities to approach the Sacraments, and with the watchful 
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- oversight of the clergy and, in many cases, the constant com-
